I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Beport  of .  the 
-  -Ifedical  Officer  of  Heep-th  for  the  year  19^3 • 

The  .Birth  Bate  shows-  a  satisf  actoary  rise  and  is  now  a 
point  above  the  County  Hate  £ind  2  points  above  that  for 
England  and  Wales# 

The  Death  I^ate  is  up  on  the  previous  year,  but  still 
remains  more  than  2  points  below  the  rate  for  the  rest  of 
the  country*  Heart  Diseases,  Pneumonia  and  Cancer  were  the 
principal  causes  of  death* 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Bate  at  11*1  is- nearly  half  the 
national  rate#  There  v/as  actually  one  death  in  this  group. 

In  tho  of  Infootions  DiBe.nse  vm  were  not  so  lucly 

€ls>.  1962*  We  liad  an  epidemic  of  Measles,  an  outl':>rca]c  of  a 

mild  foxmi  of  Dysentcr3^,and  2  cases  of  Typhoid  Pever.  The 
cases  of  l^^hoid  rather  frightened  us,  as  an  epidemic  v/as 
going  on  in  Bedford,  and  these  cases  were  definitely 
associated  v/ith  it#  Hov/ever,  much  to  our  relief  no 
secondary  cases  occurred# 

I  should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  Ivir.  Hopkin  for  his 
hard  work  over  the  Dysentery  outbreak,  and  particularly  over 
the  Typhoid  cases#  His  v/ork  in  tracking  down  contacts 
reminded  me  of  a  certain  detective  on  television# 

I  wish  to  add  tliat  I  have  had  another  year  .of  happy 
co-operation  va.th  ^^our  Clerk,  Ivir*  Hall,  your  Sinrveyor  and 
Chief  Health  Inspector,  Mr*  Hopldn,  and  their  staffs.

SAIxTITi\RY  CIRCljlISTimCES  OF  THE  AREA 
1.  \IAYER  SlIIPLY 

The  town  continued  to  he  served  for  the  purposes  of 
'water  supply  hy  the  Buclcs  hater  Bocjfd*  The  v/ater  supplying 
the  tovwi  is  derived  from  two  sources.  Ash  Hill  deep  y/ell  and 
Poxcote*  Tire  water  proved  to  he  of  the  higliest  quality  on 
the  three  occasions  tliat  samples  were  taken  during  the  year 
hy  the  Council* 

No  restrictions  on  the  use  of  water  were  enforced 
1  during  the  year*. 

Commencing  on  Boxing  Day,  26th  Decemher,  1962,  wo 
5  e^qoerienced  one  of  the  coldest  weather  periods  for  many 
{  yoars  and  in  consequence  before  the  break  of  tliis  long  cold 
:  spell  a  few  householders  v/cre  without  a  permanent  supply  of 
i'i  Y/ater  avaalahle  in  the  dw^elling  for  a  nuniber  of  y/eeks* 

I  During  January,  1963^  water  services  and  communicating  pipes 
;]  to  a  number  of  properties  wore  frozen  in  addition  to  the 
J  internal  water  supply  system*  In  the  majority  of  cases  it 
i:  was  feasible  for  householders  to  obtain  y/ater  from  nearby 
c  properties  to  y/hich  a  supply  wa^s  available,  but  it  \7as 
r  necessary  in  a  few  instances  to  supply  a  temporary  standpipe 
from  fire  hydro nts  for  the  convenience  of  consumers*  The 
c  properties  in  the  main  that  y;ere  affected  by  frozen  pipes 
t  etc.  y/ere  mainly  of  the  older  type* 

Every  dwelling  house  in  the  Urban  District  is  served 
;'  by  the  public  supply  although  there  are  l6  dwellings 
\y/ithout  an  interna.1  service,  these  being  supplied  by  stand 
:(pipe  in  the  adjoining  yard. 

!2.  SEUaRA&E  AND  SUNAGE  DISPOSAL 

One  sample  of  etYluent  y;as  taken  from  the  Sey/age  Works 
)‘:for  examination  by  the  Great  Ouse  River  Board,  this  sample 
Ciproved  to  be  unsatisfactory  as  regards  to  suspended  solids*

Pour  more  samples  \7ere  hov/evcr  taken  "by  the  Council  in 
connection  Y/ith  the  proposed  Sev/age  ITorks  Extension,  these 
were  again  of  an  unsatisfactory  quality. 

Ihe  preliminary  report  regarding  the  extensions  to  the 
existing  Sewage  Works  has  "been  received  from  the  Council  *s 
Consulting  Engineers  Messrs®  Pick,  Everard,  Keay  &  G-imson 
and  it  is  hoped  tliat  some  positive  action  Y/ill  he  taken  in 
'the  coming  year* 

On  a  numher  of  occasions  your  Public  Healili  Committee 
have  discussed  the  resev/cring  of  the  Y/estern  Area  of  the 
toYm.  (Wolverton  Hoad)  where  a  considerable  area  of 
residential  development  is  under  construction  or  for  wiiich 
planning  consent  is  souglit*  Ihe  ci^cisting  seY^cra.ge  system 
is  able  to  deal  ^Tith  the  se^YOsge  discharge  from  the  present 
arca.s  of  property  including  the  M*l.  Motonmy  Service  Area 
during  dry  v/eather  periods,  but  ov/ing  to  the  discharge  of 
surface  v/ater  into  the  foul  se\7erage  system  some  overloading 
of  the  system  must  be  e^qpected  during  wet  Y/eatiier  periods® 

The  construction  of  a  further  section  of  Surface  Y/ater 
Servyer  (Lakes  Lane)  yiclS  completed  during  1963* 

Tliere  were  no  incidents  of  flooding  from  the  Rivers  Ouse 
and  Lovat  during  the  year® 


There  are  no  commion  lodging  houses  in  the  Urban  District® 
3*  g^SE  COLLECTION  AtID  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  arc  sti]-l  employing  the  *  contract  system* 
using  only  tv/o  refuse  collecting  operatives,  and  this  has 
continued  to  run  smoothly  during  the  year#  \7ith  the  purchase 
of  the  nev/  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  refuse  collection  vehicle,  the 
length  of  haulage  has  been-  reduced#  The  refuse  has  been 
collected  once  per  v/eck  from  every  premises  and  house  in  the 
built  up  area  of  the  to-vn.  and  at  more  frequent  intervals  by 
agreement  between  certain  business  premises  and  tlrls 
depaii'tment  # 
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Ilie  paper  sack  system  is  being  gradually  introduced 
o.t  Council  o\7ncd  promises  as  the  existing  galvcnised  dustbin 
neecis  replacing  and  at  all  ne^vl^^"  occupied  Council  houses* 
there  oxc  also  a  number  ol  privalely  oY/nod  premises  and 
dwelling  houses  where  tMs  system  is  being  introduced  al  the 
ei^qpense  of  the  occupier* 


from  the  M.l.  Motorv/ay  considerable  refuse  is  being 
collected  each  day  and  at  peak  holiday  periods  it  has 
occasionally  been  necessar^^  to  collect  tva-ce  .daily. 

The  Council  have  considered  and  arranged  to  bring  into 
operation  on  1st  Aprils  19^4  a  system  of  house  refuse 
collection  from  the  outlying  properties  of  your  £irea 
including  farm  premises.  Polloulng  the  introduction  of 
tMs  scheme  every  domestic  property  in  the  Urban  District 
dealt  with  on  a  Y/eekly  collection  basis. 


SECTION  D  -  HOUSCTC  ACT, 

One  ImproY^ernent  G-rant  application  v/as  approved  during 
the  year  together  with  ten  Standard  Grant  applications. 

Six  Council  ovmed  dY/ellings  v/ere  completed  and  occupied 
during  the  year  and  88  dY/ellings  Yierc  constructec  by 
private  enterprise. 

A  plan  has  been  approved  in  principle  to  carry  out 
the  construction  of  a  further  57  dv/elling  units  on  the 
Council's  Broad  Street  Estate.

During  tlie  year  a  roviow  of  substaJidard  d-v/ellings  has 
■been,  carried  out  and  a  schedule  of  102  dwellrnp  (in  wo 
sections)  considered  "by  your  Ccinmittoe.  At  tiie  present 
time  it  is  estimated  that  the  rehousing  of  existing 
occupiers  and  the  su-bseouent  demolition  of  these  property s 
Tri.ll  take  a  period  of  five  years.  In  adoition  to  tnc  above, 
the  Council  have  adopted  a  comprcliensive  scheme  of  ^ 
redevelopment  for  the  Priory  Street  Area  and  at the  pa  of 
the  year"  a  small  portion  of  the  site  had  been  cicpea  for 
redevelopment  by  private  enterprise.  Ihe  Council  have 
acouii'ed  the  buildings  and  site  of  a  further  three 
dwellings  with  a.  view  to  redcvelopm.cnt.

ACTION  E 


1.  GEI-IER/a. 

As  in  previous  years  t!ie  cleansing  of  classified  and 
district  highways  in  the  to-vwi  vas  carried  out  by  the  _  , 

Urban  Council.  As  usual  this  duty  is  midortdcen  entpely 
by  manual  methods  by  street  sweeper  and  ordei'ly  hand  truck, 
this  service  is  rendered  i.iore  and  more  difficul'c  ° 

the  increase  in  the  vehicular  congested  condition  oi  t  e 
liighways  during  normal  business  hours. 

2.  PACTORIES  ACT. 

There  are  at  present  25  premises  entered  in  the  repster 
one  registered  outworker.  'Eie  Council's  duties  regpopg 
the  control  of  factories  is  now  limited  to  practically  the 
provision  and  maintenance  of  sanitary  acoommodaoion, 
cleanliness,  drainage  etc.  and  there  liaye  bpn  no  ^ 
particular  matters  in  this  regard  to  which  I  have  oo  cal 

your  attention. 
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3-  ICE  GKSAI-i 

There  are  25  premif^ea  registered  lor  the  caJ.©  of*  ice 
cream  and  one  manulaotnrer ♦  Five  traders  operate  from 
mohile  vans,  foiir  of  v/hich  operate  from  cxitside  the  district. 
Generally  the  vehicles  are  maintained  in  a  cleanly  and 
satisfactory  condition* 

4*  FOpD^H^m® 

Attention  of  hoth  the  food  trader  and  the  public  is 
being  called  to  the  necessity  of  cleanliness  in  regard  to 
handling  food  but  it  must  be  admitted  tha,t  some  improvement 
is  still  possible*  On  a  number  of  occasions  discrepancies 
had  to  be  pointed  out  to  the  traders  concerned* 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  existing  in  the  town* 

The  meat  is  brought  in  carcase  form  to  the  tovm  from 
Bedford,  Northan^ton  and  Luton*  This  system  seems  to 
service  the  tov/n*s  needs  adequately. 

The  Council  has  still  retained  its  membership  of  the 
North  Bucks  Area  Rodent  Committee  together  v/ith  the 
Nev/port  Pagnell  Rural  District  and  Bletchley  Urban  District 
Councils  during  the  year* 

During  1963  a  total  of  2,407  inspections  were  carried 
out  and  143  properties  \/ere  treated  for  infestation  by  rats, 
49  properties  v/ere  treated  for  infestation  by  mice*

IXirin;^  the  year  the  food  traders  of  the  to^vn  liave  heen 
most  co-opero.tive  -^dth  my  Depextment  and  they  ho.vc  indicated

Ihe  Pool  wns  in  public  use  bet^veen  May  and  September 
and  a  total  of  29,153  persons  took  advantage  of  this 
facility. 


The  weather  conditions  during  the  year  were  not 
favourable  for  full  advantage  to  be  talcen  of  this  facility, 
although  there  was  a  total  of  24,947  sv/iriUiiers  and  4,206 
spectators. 


It  has  been  discussed  that  heating  and  roofing  over 
the  Svimming  Pool  night  be  considered  in  the  future  to 
enable  all  year  round  use  of  the  Pool.
